Th e arrest was madei one day the 


past week, and the accused was 


held in the sum of $500 for his ap­ 


pearance at court. 


Th e bond is being arranged here 


today, 
and it 
is believed you*ig 


Gross will be released tomorrow. 


F e w 
young 
men 
are 
better 


known in Sedalia than Weigand, 


sometimes called W ill, Gross. 
He 


comes of an excellent family, and 


this is the first time aught has been 


brought against his hitherto good 


name, so far as the D e m o c r a t is 


* aware. 


Th e girl in the case is the daugh­ 


ter of Justice of the Peace Stabler 


at Huron, who 
also 
conducts 
a 


lumber yard. 


According to the story told the 


D e m o c r a t , young Gross does not 


deny having been criminally inti­ 


mate with the girl, 
but he most 


vigorously denies the charge of as­ 


sault. 
According to his version of the 


trouble. Miss Stabler came to the 


Missouri Pacific depot in Huron 


one night recently, it being about 


2 o’clock in the morning, he being 


on duty alone. 


She was heavily veiled, and was 


attired in 
one 
of 
her 
mother’s 


dresses. 


When asked what she was doing 


there in that costume, Maude is al­ 


leged to have answered Gross that 


she came to see him, and in conse­ 


q uence she 
was invited into the 


operator’ s room. 


It was then that the assault is 


alleged to have taken place, 
but 


Gross claims that the indiscretion 


was with the girl’s consent. 


Later in the night Maude return­ 


ed home, and the next day she in­ 


formed a girl chum of her experi­ 


ence of the previous night. 


Still later, Maude and her chum 


q uarreled, when the latter told the 


wife of 
a well-known 
citizen of 


the depot occurrence. 


T h e wife lost no time in inform­ 


ing her husband, who in turn ap­ 


prised Justice Stabler. 


T h e father accused his daughter 


of 
what 
had been told him, and 


she admitted that she had been 


with Gross at the depot and acted 


indiscreetly, but she claimed that 


he 
had 
assaulted her instead of 


having obtained her consent. 


Gross learned that Justice Stab­ 


ler knew 
all, so 
he (Gross) 
left 


Huron, and came to Sedalia, when 


he informed 
some of his friends 


that he had fled from Huron be­ 


cause of having 
got 
into trouble 


with a girl. 


T o his Sedalia friends he said an 


attempt was being made to have 


him marry the girl, but he claimed 


he was not responsible for her ruin, 


and for this reason he was averse 


to becoming a Benedict, with Miss 


Stabler as the bride. 


A fter his 
visit 
here. Gross re­ 


turned to Kansas, and now comes 


the news of his arrest at Atchison, 


which is only a few miles distant 


from Huron. 


THE CHINESE TROUBLE. 


Returned Missionary Wright Talks 


About It. 


R ev. A m zi C . 
W right, of this 


city, 
who 
was 
a 
missionary in 


China for eight years, and return­ 


ed to Sedalia some months ago, 


was asked his opinion of the trou­ 


ble in the east by a reporter for the 


D e m o cr at this morning. 


“ If the newspaper reports are 


true,” said he, 
‘ there is no doubt 


in my mind but that the sitnation 


is a serious one and that there is 


liable to be a great deal of trouble. 


“ The reports from Hong K ong 


and Shanghai, 
as a rule, 
are er­ 


roneous, but 
there may be some­ 


thing in the stories sent out from 


Pekin. 


“ When I was in China we Mis­ 


sourians would hear of massacres, 


the stories e'manating from Hong 


K ong, but when we went from one 


town to another we found that the 


reports were not true. 


“ Should anything of a fighting 


nature happen near Pekin, the peo­ 


ple there are in such a position that 


but few could escape. 


“ The powers, of course, can stop 


the warfare in China, but they will 


have 
to 
come to 
an agreement 


among themselves in order to avoid 


serious trouble.”

S t . L o u i s , M o. , June* 18.— The 
street car 
strike 
has 
practically 
ended ♦with signal defeat for the 
strikers. 
It began on M ay 7 at 
midnight, and has cost fifteen lives 
during the extraordinary violence 
that marked its various stages. 
The signs of weakening on the 
part of the strikers culminated on 
Friday, when in a mass meeting 
their executive committee was em­ 
powered to waive recognition of 
the union, re-establish the agree­ 
ment of March 10, and submit the 
reinstatement of former employes 
to arbitration. 
The proposal of settlement was 
engineered through the meeting of 
strikers by 
iheir 
leaders, 
who 
framed the anicles as a last stand. 
They had di^c<)vered during the 
day that the ranks of the union 
were being depleted and that about 
Soo men had already returned to 
• / 
work. 
The proposition,therefore, 
was a complete backdown. 
The company’s 
victory 
was 
made 
sweeping 
by the 
answer 
given to the union’s overtures, re­ 
fusing to make terms of any kind. 
Though the ranks are being de­ 
pleted, the controlling committee 
of the employes’ organization de­ 
clare that the fight will be carried 
out to the end. 
To develop the local controversy 
into a gigantic national battle be­ 
tween capital and labor is now the 
aim of the union leaders. 
The 
American Federation of Labor will 
be asked to throw the full weight 
of its power into the contest and 
declare a national boycott on the 
St. Louis Transit company and on 
all firms and individuals patroniz­ 
ing it. 
The supplies of the Transit 
company, now obtained principally 
from Chicago and N ew Y ork, will 
be cut off, so far as possible, by 
boycotting 
the 
manufacturers of 
street 
railway 
rolling stock and 
equipment, and by ordering strikes 
of the employes of such firms. 
The citizens are now wondering 
what will be the state of society 
with boycotted street cars, strikers’ 
bus lines and 2,000 laboring men 
idle in the city. 
The union’s buses 
will be thoroughly organized in a 
few days and running on schedule 
time parallel with 
the car lines. 
But many 
demonstrations, it 
is 
feared, will yet be the work of the 
2,000 idle strikers and their sympa­ 
thizers.

They are well patronized by day­ 
light, but empty at night.
